THE FIGHT WITH WEEDS 

We read m Grecian mythology of a 
contest between Hercyults aud the giant 
Antaeus, sop of mother earth. and 
famed for his sirenzth and skill in 
wrestling. 
able to shrew his antagonist to the 
@:9ung, trom each fall Antaeus would 
rise from mother earth stronger than 
before. Hercules finally killed bim by 
jifiing him from the greund and 
squeezing him to death. 
o: the tusmer to free bis fields from 
the domination of noxious weeds has 
Deen appropratejy likened to that of 
the Greek fabke. Everyone who 1s in- 
terested in agrieylture knows well the 
great extent to which weeds exist in 
our culitvated lands Hitherto our 
farmers Rave been about as successful 
in their fight agains. weeds as Her- 
cules was in the earlier stages of his 
contest with Antaeps. They bave been 
fighting away bdimdly, treating all 
kinds of weeds in the same way, with 
the result that some weeds ore killed, 
some are merely kept in check, and 


their hadite of growth, their strong 
and weak pomts, muet be studied by 
the culuvators of the soil even as 
Hercules studted the weakness of his 
adversary. F 

During the last year or two a great 
dea! has been done ty the agricultural 
departments through the medium of 
newspapers, bulletins and agricultural 
meetinzs to dissem'nate information on 
ihis subject. The process of education, 
however. is meeessarily slow, and it 
seems to De the general opinion of pro- 
gressive farmers, as revealed by the 
farmers institute meetings all over 
the country, that a tame has come 
whea a herculkeanp cfiort must be made 
to hit this giant of “weed domination” 
from the ecrth and destroy it. This 
is why the bill regirding ihe inspec 
tion ond sale of seeds, recently intro- 
duced by the Hon. Sydney Fisher, was 
pronouncea by Mr. wirard, of Chicou- 
tami and Sageenay, to be “the most 
important that jas ever been syubmit- 
on te parhameht in the interest of 

itTmers, 

In explainmg his bill to the com- 
mittee of the whole, the Minister of 
Agniculture pointed ou. ihat extcnsive 
tests by the seed Jaboralory of his de- 
periment had reveal-d a rather start- 
jing state of affairs in connectio% wih 
the seed trade of the country. The in- 
vestigations showed thai in many in- 
stances a iange proportion of the seed 
sold would not grow; in other cases 
samples contained a large amount of 
dirt and other mert macter. This con- 
ditien of affairs was bad enough, but 
it was comparatively ummpertant in 
view ol the fact that many of the 
semples of grass and clover seeds 
were found te we foul with the seeds of 
noxious weeds, which can only be erad- 
icated from the soil by years of labor. 
One could well understand the uncal- 
culable loss inflicted on the farmers of 
ihe country m that way. In other 
countries effe-:s had beem made to pro- 
tect the farmers from the results of 
the trade mm bed er impure seeds. In 
England iw Germany, ir Sw'tzerland 
anu in Other countries, atleation had 
been directed to the matter, and var- 
fous forms of legislation had been 
adopted. In seme of the states of 
the Union, in Manitoba, and in the 
Northwest Territorics (he megn)tude of 
the evil bad-Been recognized, and ef- 
forts had been made, to lessen it by 


Jemislation, Dyt Ro genetal attempt 
had yet Beem made in Canada to 
grapple with the evil. The proposed 


bill. which required that secds offered 
for sale he test. sor purity and vital- 
ity.and graded according to quality, 
was the result of two years’ careful 
study, anJd he did mot think it would 
in:erfere wich laguimate trade. How- 
ever. he was desirous of having the 
details threshed out in committee and 
was quite . willing to accept. such 
amendments as the House might deem 
desirable. In the course of the dis- 
cussion member rafter member, Con- 
gservative as well as Liberal, spoke of 
the senousness of the weed problem 
ena expressed apjroval of the principle 
of the mil.
